AUGUSTUS SAINT-GAUDENS 


A 
M E R IC A N m e m o r i a l art 
found its finest expression 
through Augustus Saint-Gaud- 
ens, 
the 
renowned 
sculptor, 
whose 
monuments 
to 
great 
Americans raised him to the pin­ 
nacle of artistic achievement. 
His noble tributes to many of our 
national heroes are to be met 
with in our larger cities and are 
familiar to millions. 
Saint-Gaudens 
was born 
in 
Dublin, Ireland, on March 1,1848, 
of an Irish mother and a French 
father. 
But 
America 
rightly 
claims him for her own, because 
he was brought here as an infant. 
In New York, where the family 
made its. home, his father plied 
his trade as shoemaker, earning 
a modest living. The boy’s talents 
showed themselves early, and at 
thirteen he was apprenticed to a 
cameo cutter. This trade sup­ 
ported 
him 
through 
arduous 
years as an art student, in the 
evening classes at Cooper Union. 
B y the time he was nineteen 
his skill as a sculptor was so 
marked that his parents, at great 
sacrifice, sent him to Paris for 
advanced study. A steerage pas­ 
sage was all they could afford. 
Later he went to Rome to study, 
and cameo cutting was his chief 
means of support there. 


His skill, however, was soon 
recognized, and commissions for 
important memorials began to 
come to him. Among the first was 
the order for a memorial to Ad­ 
miral Farragut, which is now 
standing in New York and is con­ 
sidered among the city’s fore­ 
most sculptural possessions. 
The fam e of Saint-Gaudens 
spread quickly. Among the many 
works that came from his stud­ 
ios, his spirited equestrian statue 
of General Sherman, also in New 
York, is especially celebrated. 
His Shaw memorial in Boston 
and the beautiful statue of Lin ­ 
coln in England are two more of 
the products of his gifted hands. 
Perhaps the most admired of 
Saint-Gaudens* productions, how­ 
ever, is the figure of “ Grief,” the 
Adams Memorial, in Rock Creek 
Cemetery, Washington, D. C., a 
sketch of which is shown above. 
It is probably the most famous 
private memorial in America. 
Saint-Gaudens spent the last 
twenty-five years of his life in 
Cornish, New' Hampshire, where 
his studio attracted dozens of 
students. On the grounds of the 
beautiful 
estate 
stands 
“ The 
Temple,” wherein are sealed the 
ashes of Saint-Gaudens, who died 
on August 3, 1907.

The Public and Banking 


It is necessary that the public have ft 
thorough understanding of the func­ 
tions of Lanks, what they can do and 
what they cannot do, for it must ba 
recognized that to many people the 
business of banking is still somewhat 
of a mystery. 


We should frankly explain these func­ 
tions to the public, acquaint them with 
the laws under which we operate and 
emphasize the vital part which banks 
play in the economic life of the Nation. 
Therefore, in order that there may be 
the fullest cooperation and understand­ 
ing between the banks and the people 
of the country, it will also be one of our 
objectives to take the mystery out of 
banking wherever it exists in the public 
mind. 


Banking Conferences 


A series of Regional Conferences on 
Banking Service will be held in strate­ 
gic sections of the country, embracing 
ill types of banking. The new banking 
laws and the regulations issued there­ 
under will be carefully analyzed so that 
our bankers will have a thorough un­ 
derstanding of the broadened services 
now made possible. 
The question of public relations and 
how we can best serve the people of our 
communities will be another topic of 
discussion. Clinics or forums on spe­ 
cific questions of interest to bankers 
and the problems confronting them in 
their particular localities will also be 
Included in these conferences.

The restoration of public confidence 
In banking has put it in the position 
where ii can function fully and vigor­ 
ously in playing its full economic part 
in the progress of recovery, said the 
American Bankers Association in its 
annual convention resolutions. 


“ The passage of a generally construc- 
th 
bankinj law in the Banking Act of 
1935 has stabilised the banking situa­ 
tion and enabled bankers to devote un- 
divi.l (l att^ ntlon to the normal admin- 
i * 
tion of their institutions in pro­ 
mo;:!..: the business and public welfare 
of their communities,” the resolutions 
said. 
“ We f >1 that it is a particularly im­ 
portant feature of this law that It aims 
to create through the revision of the 
Federal 
Reserve Board 
a Supreme 
Court of Finance which, with the non­ 
political appointment of exceptionally 
competent men, should constitute one 
of ' a* <:n a* 
t forward steps in build­ 
ing a sound banking and credit system 
for this country." 


The Government in Banking 


Another resolution said: 
“ We particularly emphasize the de­ 
sirability of tlie retirement of govern­ 
ment from those fields of extending 
credits of various types which can be 
adequately served by privately owned 
institutions. We recognize that the 
exigencies of th. now passing depres­ 
sion made n< essary a large participa­ 
tion by government for a time in the 
task of meeting the public’s emergency 
financial needs. 


“ Those conditions have been largely 
remedied and the obligation now rests 
upon the banks and other financial 
agencies to demonstrate to the people 
of this country that they are fully able 
and willing to meet all demands upon 
them for sound credit cooperation. It is 
our duty as bankers to facilitate in 
every effective way the retirement of 
government agencies from credit ac­ 
tivities by 
promoting public under­ 
standing of the proper function of pri­ 
vately owned banking.”
